REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING-  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Uckfield  Rural  District  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1943.  Dr.  Petrie  was  called  up  for  military  service  on  the 
6th  November  1943  and  as' from  that  date  I  was  appointed  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  that  for  this  year 
interim  reports  only  should  be  submitted  and  shoulo  be  confined 
to  essential  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during 
the  year.  This  procedure  has,  therefore,  been  adopted. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  14.58  as  compared  with  13.2 
for  the  previous  year  and  with  12.1  for  England  and  P/ales.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  33.38  which  compares  with  49  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole. 

No  deaths  occur ed  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  or  Measles. 

For  security  reasons  the  population  figures  given  in 
this  report  are  not  for  publication. 

DIPHTHER  tA  U^UNISAT  ION , 

The  procedure  carried  out  during  the  year  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  was  as  follows 

An  explanatory  leaflet  with  an  acceptance  form  attached 
was  sent  to  every  parent  on  the  child’s  first  birthday;  parti¬ 
culars  of  births  being  received  from  the  Registrar.  In 
addition,  explanatory  leaflets  were  issued  to  all  district  nurses 
for  distribution  to  parents  on  their  health  visiting  list. 

Similar  leaflets  were  issued  to  Head  Teachers  of  Schools  for 

distribution  to  parents. 

Clinics  were  arranged  either  at  the  School  or  conven¬ 
ient  centre  in  every  village,  parents  who  had  accepted  immunisa¬ 
tion  being  notified  of  the  time  and  place. 

General  Practitioners  throughout  the  district  attended 

at  these  clinics  and  were  paid  by  the  Council  on  an  injection 

basis.  They  were  assisted  at  these  clinics  by  the  district

The  prophylactic,  empl.oyed  was 
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four  weeks  later  by  0.5  o.c.  for  children  under  twelve  years  of 
age,  and  for  children  over  12  years  three  injections  of  1.0  c.c. 
T.A.F.  were  given. 

All  parents  were  given  the  opportunity  of  having  their 
children  Schick  Tested  three  months  after  the  final  injection  - 
one  General  Practitioner  being  employed  for  this  particular  work. 

During  the  year  1,134  children  were  immunised,  and 
1,222  Schick  Tested..  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated 
number  of  children  1-5  years  of  age  was  2,300  and  the  estimated 
number  immunised  was  Q5%.  The  estimated  number  of  children  in 
the  5-15  years  group  was  5,000  and  the  estimated  number 
immunis  ed  was  89 . 0 % 

SCABIES. 

Scabies  is  not  a  compulsorily  notifiable  disease  in 

this  district  with  a  result  that  full  information  regarding  the 

% 

extent  of  the  disease  is  not  available  to  this  department. 

Information  was,  however,  obtained  concerning  outbreaks 
at  various  schools  and  a  certain  number  of  cases  were  also 
brought  to  our  notice  by  medical  practitioners  who  were  unable 
to  deal  with  them  in  the  prevailing  circumstances. 

No  fixed  Cleansing  Centres  were  available  for  the 
treatmont  of  the  cases,  but  utilisation  was  made  of  the  Mobile 
Gas  Cleansing  Units  which  were  sent  out  to  schools  on  receipt  of 
information  that  an  outbreak  had  occurred. 

A  certain  number  of  cases  were  also  dealt  with  by 
the  District  Nurses,  in  the  patients'  own  homes,  two  applications 
of  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion  being  the  routine  treatment. 

Use  was  also  made  of  the  'It.  Deny's  Sick  Bay, 
Rotherfield,  where  140  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated. 

Additional  cleansing  facilities  are  being  provided 
in  1944,  to  cover  the  whole  area  and  will  be  established  at  the 
First  Aid  Post,  Uckfield,  St.  Deny's  Sick  Bay,  Rotherfield,  and 
the  First  Aid  Post,  East  Grins tead. 
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WATPR  SUPPLY. 

A  survey  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  position  with 
regard  to  piped  water  supplies  to  houses  in  this  district.  Par¬ 
ticulars  relating  to  each  parish  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

Out  of  11,819  houses  in  the  district,  8,590  have  a  piped  supply, 
a  percentage  of  72. 6% 

There  are  several  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  district 
without  piped  water  supplies  and  surveys  are  being  carried  out 
during  1944  with  a  view  to  representing  to  the  Council  the  public 
health  needs. 

With  financial  assistance  as  proposed  in  the  Rural  Water 
Bill  at  present  before  Parliament,  it  should  be  possible  to  obtain 
piped  supplies  for  a  large  number  of  houses  at  present  without 
such  a  supply. 

Monthly  samples  of  water  are  now  being  taken  from  all 
public  supplies  in  the  district. 

During  the  year,  105  samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
private  .supplies.  Out  of  this  number,  77  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  action  was  taken  to  render  these  fit.  In 
addition,  twenty-four  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  water 

surveys  in  the  district. 

GBNRRAL  SANITATION. 

Many  parts  of  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply 
and  no  proper  means  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  resulting  in 
recurring  nuisances.  Parts  of  the  district  principally  affected 
are  certain  portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Uckfield,  Maresf ield , 
Buxted,  Isf ield  and  Withyham.  In  my  opinion,  sewerage  schemes 
for  these  areas  should  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  conditions 
permit  and  where  new  houses  are  put  on  piped  water,  a  sewerage 
scheme  should  be  instituted  at  the  same  time. 

HOUSING. 

In  the  years  1936  -  1939,  a  number  of  houses  were 
Inspected  and  recorded  under  the  Housing  (Consolidated)  Regula¬ 
tions  and  of  these  70  were  found  to  be  in  8-  state  so  dangerous 
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or  iniurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
Demolition  Orders  were  served  in  respect  of  30  of  these. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  very  little  repair 
work  has  been  carried  out  due  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
restriction  on  materials.  It  will  be  obvious,  therefore,  that 
housing  conditions  have  deteriorated  during  the  past  four  years 
and  an  intensive  drive  on  housing  will  be  required  when  condi¬ 
tions  permit. 

SICK  PAY  -  ST.  DYNY '  S,  ROTHERFIELD. 

This  Sick  Bay  is  situated  in  a  requisitioned  private 
house  on  a  side  road  near  Rotherfield  and  was  opened  on  April 
1st,  1943.  It  was  designed  to  treat  evacuee  children  of  this 
district  suffering  from  minor  ailments,  the  object  being  to  free 
householders  from  the  anxiety  of  looking  after  such  cases  at 
home.  The  house  has  an  extensive  garden,  adequate  and  well 
ventilated  rooms,  three  bathrooms,  central  heating  and  an 
excellent  kitchen  and  can  accommodate  22  children. 

The  nursing  Staff  consists  of  a  Matron,  one  C.NfR. 
Nursing  Auxiliary  and  three  Auxiliary  V,A.D.’s  supplied  from 
the  Rotherfield  detachment  of  the  Red  Cross  Society. 

In  accordance  with  Government  instructions,  some 
accommodation  has  been  set  aside  for  the  treatment  of  scabies  cases 
in  the  district,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  has 
proved  most  useful  and  has  helped  in  dealing  with  scabies  through¬ 
out  the  whole  district. 

Dr,  Burnford  of  Rotherfield,  acts  as  Medical  Officer, 
visits  the  Sick  Bay  at  regular  intervals  and  Is  available  at 
any  tiny  in  an  emergency,  while  the  general  supervision  is 
carried  out  by  this  department. 

Since  its  opening,  the  work  of  the  Sick  Ba.y  has  gone  on 
smoothly,  thanks  to  the  supervision  and  care  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Rogers, 
the  Matron. 

The  improvement  which  has  been  effected  in  the  general 
condition  of  the  children  has  only  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.
